Mr,  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  pleasure  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1953# 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  was  approximately 
the  same  as  for  the  preceding  year,  as  v/as  the  natural  increase 
in  population. 

The  General  Birth-Rate  remains  rather  on  the  lov/  side, 
and  showed  a decrease  over  the  preceding  year.  There  was  a big 
decrease  in  the  number  of  Stillbirths,  and  the  Stillbirth-Rate 
for  1953  is  lov/er  than  the  national  Rate.  There  v/as  also  a 
decrease  in  the  number  of  Illegitimate  Births, 

The  General  Death-Rate  has  been  almost  halved  since  1950. 
The  present  Death-Rate  is  exceptionally  lov/. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  somewhat  higher  than  the 
previous  year,  but  is  quite  satisfactory. 

The  number  of  Cancer  deaths  remained  substantially  the 
same  as  for  the  preceding  year.  The  Cancer  Mortality  in  the 
District  is  slightly  higher  than  the  average  National  mortality. 

For  the  second  successive  year  there  has  not  been  a death 
due  to  Tuberculosis, 

There  was  a lov/  incidoncc  of  Infectious  Disease  during  the 
year,  apart  from  Para-typhoid,  There  seems  to  be  a hard  core  of 
this  infection  in  the  District,  and  work  has  been  commenced  in 
regard  to  sev/er  sv/obbing  to  endeavour  to  trace  carriers.  This 
work  v/ill  bo  reported  upon  at  a later  date.  The  number  of  fresh 
cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified  v/as  small,  and  there 
were  no  deaths. 

Due  to  the  protracted  illness  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector, 
the  completion  of  this  Report  has  been  delayed,  and  completed 
statistics  are  not  available  for  Part  II  and  Part  III  of  the 
Report,
